cable, and they represent his ribs, un- 
like those ofhis fellow mortals,separate 
and district, but united together, form- 
ing on each side a solid sheet of bone ; 
in short, that the vital part is safely de- 
posited in a "strong box,3' defying ail 
attacks of foes from without. 


At the age of 96, he was in the enjoy- 


ment of entire health; his teeth all 
sound, his weight about 160, and hib 
muscular strength truly astonishing — 
He never shook hands with an athletic 
man, but he gave him such a grip that 
he was fain to beg for mercy. 
At that 


advanced age, he could periorrn more 
labor than ordinary men could in the 
prime of life- 
His neighbors mention 


as a proof, not only of his good coi^li- 
tution, hut ofhis umlimini->hed actnity, 
thai at his advanced age, he would leap 
from the ground,and cr^ck hi-, feei to- 
gether, with the agility of a boy of six- 
teen. 


Some fne or six years since, he re- 


moved to Indiana, there to build a new 
habitation, plant a new colony, and be- 
come the. father of a new race. 
He is 


now living near Versailles, Hi pity coun- 
ty, Indiana, wjih hissixlh wife, and h^s 
two children of the new Moc k.

"The crowds, shouts, and hurry, 
observed and heard on all sides, be- 
spoke universal joy.

aside his daily occupation to run to the 
papers ; tri-colored flags were instantly 
made and triumphantly borne through 
the whole city, and public houses and 
others were decorated with them."— 
A Mexican vessel lying in the port fired 
a salute. 
Many subscription 
lists 


were immediately opened—one of them 
for the purpose of welcoming with a 
public dinner the officers of the first 
vessel that should arrive at New-Or- 
leans under the tri-colored flag. At 
sunset a salute of twenty-one guns was 
fired on the public square, ''amidst a 
thousand acclamations of the immense 
crowd attracted to the spot.;' 
In the 


evening, the public places were illumi- 
nated,and the city, until after midnight, 
resounded in every quarter with shouts 
of "liberty !" "eternal 
freedom to 


France I" "long live Lafayette I" ice.— 
The Bee observes th..t the American 
residents of New-Orleans were not be- 
hind the French in their expressions of 
enthusiasm on the animating occasion.

floor. It melted a part of the bayonet, 
but did not injure the gun. 
It passed 


through the floor, entirely destroyed a 
clock, and descended inlo the cellar.— 
Another branch ran directly down the 
west end, tore off the clapboards and 
plank, so as to make an entire opening 
of about fifteen feet wide ; two window s 
and a looking glass were destroyed,— 
The casements of the fire places were 
tore off 
The third branch ran on the 


top of the house 25 or SO feet, and then 
descended by a rafter and passed to the 
ground, destroying in its way clap- 
boards, weather boards, &c. 
It is very 


remarkable that no one should have 
been injured. The people were great- 
ly alarmed, and the house was filled 
with smoke, which led them to appre- 
hend, at first, that it was on fire.

Change in the Discipline of ihe Catholic 


Church.—A circular has been issued in 
England by the Vicur Apostolic of the 
Northern District, and his coadjutor, 
in which are announced some altera- 
tions in the discipline of the Roman 
Catholic Church in that country, in re- 
gard to days of abstinence and holi- 
days 
The following is given as an ab- 


stract from this circular : 


After a diligent investigation of the 


difficulties which the Catholics experi- 
ence in complying with the abstinen- 
ces, and of keeping the days of obiiga- 
lion enjoined in England, the Vicars A- 
posiohc, towards
